| Reports On Work 


/ The tree warden has issued the 
following report on his work dur- 
ing the past few months: 

A cold late spring with intermit- 
tent warm spells interrupted the de- 
velopment of insects. Young and 
nearly full grown caterpillars were 
present on leaves at the same time. 

Frequent rains interrupted spray- 
ing operations. It was necessary to 
eut off tent caterpillar nests be- 
cause rain prevented spraying at 
the time. 

There was a heavy infestation of 
gypsy moth caterpillans in the 
woodlands in sections of West An- 
dover, at Fosters pond and vicini- 
ty, Gould road and Jenkins road.

Spraying in general is finished ex- 
cept for possible infestation of Fall 
Web Worms which come in August 
and September. 

Many inquiries were received in 
regard to yellow spots and swell- 
ings on ash tree leaves, This is a 
fungus growth very widespread 
this year due to long wet periods. 
While not usually serious it 
caused many leaves to turn brown 
and fall off, particularly the leaves 
of the White Ash. Ash trees in the 
vicinity of Salem street and Holt 
road were most seriously affected. 
This fungus has an alternate host 
plant in marsh grass.
